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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance: First, the applicant argues against the objection to fig. 2 
that requires it to be designated as prior art. Second, the applicant argues that the rejections under 35 (JSC § 103 rely entirely on the 
contention that Fig. 2 illustrates "only that which is old". At least, the applicant's second argument is not persuasive, because the 
rejections do not rely on the contention that fig. 2 shows only that which is old. Even assuming that the fig. 2 isn't entirely old, but shows 
both something old and something novel, the rejections rely on the part of fig. 2 that is admitted to as old (admitted to for fig. 2 in 
specification paragraph 0036; later admitted to for fig. 2, element 18 in the response of 1 December 2006). The applicant further argues, 
"it is axiomatic that the teaching of the present invention cannot be properly used as a basis for rejecting the claims of the present 
invention, as the Examiner now doing". This is not persuasive, because either the applicant's conclusion isn't axiomatic after all, or the 
Examiner is not doing what's alleged. It all depends on what the applicant means by "the teaching of the present invention". The 
applicant discloses some things and admits they are old. Does the applicant include these old things under the banner of "the teaching of 
the present invention"? If so, then the applicant's argument is not axiomatic after all. Or, does the applicant exclude these old things from 
the banner of "the teaching of the present invention"? If so, then the rejections are not based on the "teaching of the present invention" 
anyway. Regardless of what the applicant includes under the banner of "the teaching of the present invention", the rejections are based 
on what the applicant admits to as old. 
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
